Four savants working on the test 
hope to announce soon to the world 
that they have solved the age-old 
problem of the growth on ship’s bot- 
toms, which imposes a toll of mil- 
lions of dollars annually by retard- 
ing continuous operation of vessels. 

The fouling not only withdraws 
ships from service for dry-dcocking, 
but reduces speed of a vessel as 
much as 50 per cent, scientists point- 
ed out. 

Dr. W. Forrest Whedon, marine 
microbiologist, said they were at- 
tempting a different approach from 
the trial and error methods of the 
past. ‘‘We are trying to learn the 
processes involved in formation of 
film on submerged surfaces and its 
relation to the mechanism of the 
fouling growth,’’ Whedon said. 


British Ace ‘On Holiday’ 


Brings Down Two Bombers 

LONDON.—A veteran R. A. F. 
wing commander who is grounded 
for desk work took an aerial bus- 
man’s holiday yesterday and it cost 
the German air force two Junkers 
87 dive-bombers. 

The commander, who fought in 
the World war, sometimes likes to 
take to the air to look things over, 
but at 37, he is considered too old 
for fighting. Recently he climbed 
to 15,000 feet and was idling along 
when he spied eight German dive 
bombers. 

The commander dived and hit the 
formation as it flattened out after 
dropping its explosives. Two bomb- 
ers crashed under his fire, one in 
flames.

United States depart- 
ment of agriculture seeks to learn 
more about aerial bug navigation. 

P. A. Glick of the department has 
released a report on the results of 
1,007 hous in the nir in 1,314 flights 
of Louisiana and 44 flights near Du- 
rango, Mexicc Glick carried spe- 
cially med bug traps on his 
plane. He would fly with an opened 
trap at a specified altitude, then 
close it and move up, Say, another 
500 or 1,000 feet to get another sam- 
ple of insect life far above the earth. 
Glick found living spiders at three 
miles altitude, mosquitoes at 5,000 
feet and even termites—the kind 
that eat the foundations from under 
shouses—floating on wind currents in 
the mysterious upper air.

Behind this arduous and expensive 
research is an effort to learn more 
about crop-destroying and disease- 
carrying insects and just how they 
spread from one region to another 
on air currents. 

Some bugs do most of their trav- 
eling under their own power, others 
prefer to glide and soar on prevail- 
ing winds. Glick says he has cap- 
tured boll weevils at 2,000 feet, spot- 
ted cucumber beetles at 3,000 and 
leaf-hoppers at altitudes up to 13,000 
feet. 

The light-weight insects with large 
wings travel farthest and highest, 
bug trapping proved, while the 
heavier, smaller-winged varieties 
stuck fairly close to the ground. 

Glick captured specimens of the 
pink boll-worm moth, a big-time 
ravager of cotton, more than a mile 


above sea level, a fact that con- 
vinced him the moth can easily 
cross from Mexico into the United 


States without having to undergo the 
formality of customs inspection.

Ship Research 
To Benefit Navy 


Problem of Insulation Is 
Vital to Efficiency 
Of Warships. 


STATE COLLEGE, PA.—Tests to | 
determine the best materials and |! 


constructions for insulating United 
States warships have been under 
way for almost two years at Penn- 
sylvania State college, it has been 
revealed here. 

Purpose of the experiments, con- 
ducted in the college’s heat-trans- 


mission laboratories, is to determine | 


the best means of equipping the 
ships to withstand rapid tempera- 
ture changes and to produce a better- 
conditioned atmosphere in strategic 
ship stations to insure maximum 
mental alertness and efficiency of 
the crews. 
Proper Insulation. 

Weight limitations, interfering 
‘steel members in warship design, 
proper insulation for living and 
working quarters and for food stor- 
age compartments, are some of the 
problems the experimenters are 
trying to overcome. In addition, 
maval vessels must withstand vio- 
Jent temperatures ranging from 
Arctic circle cold to tropical heat 
besides the regular daily variation 
of temperature. 

“The problem has been to deter- 
mine the amount of heat transmis- 
sion for various ship sections, such 
as decks and bulkheads, without 
insulation and with insulation of va- 
rious kinds applied in different ways 
and in several thicknesses,” F. 
\George Hechler, director of the col- 
lege’s engineering experiment sta- 
tion, explained. 

Test Panels Installed. 


To accomplish this, a number of | 
full-size test panels of 1,200 pounds | 
‘each, representing typical decks and | 


\bulkheads of destroyers and battle- 
ships, were installed in the college 
laboratories. The test panels were 
built at the Philadelphia navy yard. 

Special equipment of the guarded 
hot-box type was developed in the 
laboratories to 
temperatures ranging from zero 
Fahrenheit on the cold side of the 
panel to 120 degrees Fahrenheit on 
the hot side. 


Further tests are now being con- 


ducted, simulating changes encoun- | 


tered during a 24-hour period of 
varying temperature cycle, so that 


allowance may be made for quickly | 


varying temperatures of ship sur- 
faces exposed to the sun.

RECIOUS STONES of rare 
| Preants are set in the crowns of 
the monarchs of the world; 
| their brilliancy is pleasing, and 
their monetary value often can 
scarcely be estimated. There are
